In the Decision Refusing Status under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .47(a) mailed on November 8, 
2000, the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office indicated that the Petition under 37 C.F.R. § 
1.47(a) filed February 16, 2000 was dismissed because it lacked (1) proof that the non- 
signing inventor cannot be reached or refuses to sign the oath or declaration, and (2) an 
acceptable oath or declaration in compliance with 35 U.S.C. §§115 and 116. Applicants 
reply with the following submission to meet the requirements for acceptance of the 
petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a).
